ARGUMENTS 

In the Claims, claims 9-12 have been canceled wiihoui disclaimer or prejudice. 
Claims 1-8 and 13-15 remain pending. Claim 14 was amended herein to conrect an inadvertent 
error and correctly identify the dependency from independent claim 13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the Examiner's indication that claims 1-8 and 13-15 
contain allowable subject matter. 

Applicants Statement for Reasons of Allowance 
With respect to the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, the Applicants 
respectfully submit that the reasons are as follows. The prior art does not teach a process for 
compressing electronic data files used to display images on a display of a contml associated with 
a heating, ventilating, and air condition system* said process comprising the steps of: 

noting the state of the first bit of a bitmapped file of information for an image to be 
displayed; 

counting the nmnbcr of consecutive bits having the same binary state as the first bit; 

generating a numerical representation of the counted number of consecutive bits having 
the same binary state as the first bit; 

counting the number of consecutive bits having the binary state of the next bit in the 
bitmapped file of mfonnation and thereafter generating a numerical representation of the counted 
number of consecutive bits having the same binary state as the next bit in the bitmapped file; and 

repeatedly counting the next number of consecutive bits having a binary state differing 
from that of the binary state of the previously counted number of consecutive bits and thereafter 
generating a numerical representation of the next number of consecutive bits having the binary 
slate differing from that of the binary state of the previously counted number of consecutive bits 
until there are no remaining bits of information to be counted in the bitmapped file.
